is an enemy of all progress and an 
effective atop to economic prosperity. 


He then spoke of the possibilities 


of horror and destruction .. 
wan. painting a hideous picture of 
th« probable nature of the •'scien- 
tiflo" war that is '.nevitable unless 
so»ie way can be found to prevent it. 
He told cf the enormous cost of arm- 
ament* and, white disclaiming any 
leaning towards pacifism—since un- 
preparednes under the present con- 
ditions Is national suicide — staled 
that a better way toward peace than 
armaments can be found. 


This better way, he said, lie* in the 


spreading throughout the world of 
the teeds of friendship, good will, un- 
derstanding and brotherly love. Have 
faith in other men, be said, and you 
win like InMead of hate them. la 
abort, the spirit which most perme- 
ate the world if world peace b to be 
achieved Is the spirit of the Christ. 


In conclusion, Bishop Oldhatn silt- 


ed In splendid fashion that he was
